The  above  table  shows  an  overall  decrease  of  27  public  schools  since 
the  report  of  a  year  ago.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  JO  schools  having 
4  teachers  or  more  in  third-class  districts  and  an  increase  of  5  schools 
in  second-class  districts;  with  a  combined  increase  in  enrollment  of 
2,480  pupils.   The  number  of  schools  in  first-class  districts  has  remained 
the  same,  while  the  enrollment  in  these  schools  has  been  decreased  by 
545  pupils • 

There  has  been  an  actual  increase  of  1,617  students,  with  a 
definite  shift  to  the  middle-sized  school  systems.
